The public service commission 
nbw has before it a proposal to 
abandon virtually .all service on 
Indiana's first railroad. 


The commission will conduct a 


hearing May 21 at Madison on 
a! petition of the Pennsylvania 
riilroad to discontinue for trains 
between Columbus and Madison, 
that have been operating daily 
for passenger purposes. 
This 


railroad-line, the first to be es- 
tablished in the state, is eighty- 
n|jie years old, having been ex- 


tfled frbin Madison to Colum-. 


bus July 1, 1844 when It"'was 
named the Indianapolis and 
Madison. 


The railroad enjoyed a few 


years of prosperity, but later be- 
came impoverished because of 
mismanagement and a rate war 
and it was sold in foreclosure 
proceedings to the old J. M. & I. 
railroad. Later it was acquired 
by the Pennsylvania. 


The company sets out in its 


petition to abandon the four 
trains that it has been operating 
at a loss for the last three years. 
Financial statements of operat- 
ing expenses and deficits will be 
submitted at the hearing .which 
will be conducted by William P.. 
Holmes, chief 'of the railroad in- 
spection department of the pub- 
lic service commission, in the 
city hall council chamber in 
Madison. 


The proposal comes on the 


heels of numerous petitions to 
discontinue service on a number 
of Indiana traction lines, most 
of which have been granted. It 
is regarded as likely that the 
Pennsylvania petition will be 
granted, inasmuch as the com- 
nission has held that it has no 
authority to require a utility to 
continue to operate at a loss.
